FORF.E.C. SHOPS 


DOWN COAST NEWSPAPER SAYS 


SHOPS WILL BE MOVED PROM 


ST. AUGUSTINE WITHIN 60 OR 


90 DAYS. 


Again the* rumor is afloat that the 


Florida East Coast railroad shops are 
to be moved from St. Augustine to a 
more economic location, and 
this 


time Fort Pierce has the bug, accord- 
ing to the following from the Fort 
Pierce News of last week: 


The News has tt from close local 


friends of the Florida East Coast 
railroad that the St Augustine shops 
are to be moved to Fort Pierce within 
the next 60 or 90 days. 


While it has been rumored for some 


time, even years, that the F. E. C. was 
going to move the St. Augustine 
shops here, the rumors to result in 
disappointment, It is now confidently 
believed that the time is at hand 
when the ahops are to be moved here. 


There is good reason for this pres- 


ent day rumor: The erection of the 
large oil tank and the visit of the F. 
E. C. officials to our city last week, 
supplemented by the recent inspec- 
tion of construction engineers, makes 
it positive that this railroad is about 
to enter upon extensive improvements 
here.

In a position to know that by Septem- 
ber 1 the St. Augustine shops will 
have been moved to Fort Pierce and 
that the city's population will have 
been Increased 200 or 300 people by 
the first of the coming year. 


Eight-Hour Day In Effect 


The Record of St. Augustine states 


that the F. E. C. on the 15th put into 
effect the eight-hour day, instead of 
nine hours, as heretofore. The P. U. 
C. if, said to be the first railroad in 
the south to adopt the eight-hour day 
schedule in its shops. 


According to the present schedule 


the employes begin work at 6 a m. 
and leave work at 3 p. m. There is 
a movement on foot to adopt eastern 
time in the operation of the shops by 
moving the clocks ahead one hour.

Extension to Cape Sable 
leased to 


According to the Miami Metropolis 


there is a strong probability of the 
extension of the mainland system of 
the Florida East Coast railroad to the 
fertile Cape Sable country, the south 
ernmost territory In continental Unit- 
ed States. The Metropolis says: 


Work on the extension of the Flor- 


ida East Coast railroad from Home- 
stead to the Cape Sable regions will 
be started within six months and will 
be completed within two years, if the 
railroad signs the contract to be of- 
fered by the county commissioners 
tor the use by the railroad of rock for 
ballasting the right of way. 


The Cape Sable railroad extension 


has been talked of for considerable 
time, but nothing 'was known aa to 
the plans for the extension until the 
meeting of the county commissioners, 
when Frank J. Powers, agent for the 
railroad company's lands In the Cape 
Sable section, asked permission for 
he railroad to dredge the canal deep- 
er and use the lock for ballasting pur-

TIES HANDS

In an official communication to th 


city council the board of bond trus 
tees has refused to approve the ac 
tion of the council in the purchase o 
wood pipe to complete the water- 
works system, stating that the bond 
rustees have voted to approve the 
purcahbe of cast iron pipe only. 


The official communication was re 


celvcdwby the council and read at an 
adjourned meeting of that body held 
Wedne.'day night this week. The on 
y action that could be taken by the 
•ouncil was to receive and file the 
communication. 


By this official action the board o: 


bond trustees has practically made ii 
mposslble to have the municipal wa 
erworks system completed and the 
(Torts of the city council to furnish 


* supply of good, pure water for dis 
ribution through 
the main* have 


ome to a halt. 
The recent issue of $10,000 in bonds 


o complete the waterworks system 
as boon validated by a special act of 
he legislature, the bill validating the 
jonda having passed both houses and 
been signed by the governor. Whether 
hero will be any effort made to sell 
he bonds will depend upon future ae- 
on by the council. With this issue 
f $10,000 a sufficient amount of six- 
nch wood pipe can be purchased and 
id to fully complete the .waterworks 
ystent, but it is not enough money 
o purchase the necessary cast iron 
ipo and the present city charter 
oes not give the city power to bor- 
ow money. 
Therefore, the water- 


orks system can be completed with 
ood pipe, but it can not be complet- 
d with cast Iron pipe. 
The city council has voted to pur- 
base the wood pipe, believing that 
ho taxpayers are anxious to have 
he waterworks system finished and 
made a source of revenue to the city, 
rather than a heavy financial burden, 
nd the action of the bond trustees 
as made this impossible. 
At present there is In the neighbor- 


hood of $2,500 in tha waterworks 
fund of the city. When the council 
voted to purchase the necessary wood 
pipe, tbe price quoted was 72c per 
foot, it is stated, for pipe of 172-lbs. 
pressure. 
Practically 15,500 feet of 


pipe are required, and tho estimated 
cost for laying this pipe Is I'/io per 
foot, making a total cost of approx- 
imately $12,000 to complete the sys- 
tem with wood pipe. 
The recent 


bond issue and tho money on hand 
will cover this cost. 


The last quotation received on cast 


iron pine was $5fi per ton. or about

It Is understood 


price Is advancing all the time. 
85c per foot tho cast Iron pipe will 
cost approximately $13,200, anA the 
estimated cost of laying this pipe la 
16e per foot,- which brings the total 
to approximately $16,700.

STATE CAN COMPEL 


CANAL IMPROVEMENT 


STATE SUPREME COURT HANDS 


DOWN RULING THAT MAY RE- 


SULT IN MUCH BENEFIT TO 


EAST COAST. 


That the state has the authority 


to compel the Florida Coast Line Ca- 
nal and Transportation company to 
keep the East Coast canal improved 
to a width of 50 feet and to a depth 
of five feet the entire distance from 
St. Augustine to Blscayne bay, is the 
substance of a decision by the Florida 
supreme court In a suit brought by 
the state against the company, ac- 
cording to a report from the state 
capital. 


The suit brought by the state was 


landled by T. F. West, attorney gen- 
eral for Florida, at the request of the 
Florida Bast Coast Canal association, 
of which H. I. Hamilton of this city is 
the secretary. 


It is generally believed that the im- 


provement of the canal, which the 
state can demand, will result in un 
old benefit to the whole East Coast. 


The poor condition of the canal dur- 


ng the last several years has kept 
many of the wealthy class of winter 
visitors away from the East Coast 
ectlon for the reason that they could 
not navigate 
the 
Inland waterway 


with their yachts. 
Every winter 


many complaints are 
made that 


yachts are unable to navigate the ca- 


>f bond trustees, as read at the coun- 
il meeting, is as follows:

DAY. 


New Smyrna young men betweem 


the ages of 21 and 30 years, who ant 
eligible for the selctive draft under 
the law just passed, are preparing to 
present themselves before the proper 
registration oflicers on June 5, the 
day named for that purpose. 
The 


work of registering eiigibles in Uw 
county and towns is to be In charge 
of the sheriff and his deputies, while 
in cities of 30,000 and over it is to be 
handled by mayors and city clerks. 


Those Who Must Register 


Some uncertainty still remains re- 


garding who must register, and whe 
Is exempt for registration for the con- 
scriptioa. 


All males, regardless of race, color, 


disease or infirmities, who are be- 
tween their 21st and 31st birthdays 
must register. 


This means that if you have passed 


your 21st birthday, and have not yet 
reached your 31st birthday, you most 
register. 


Men who are physically disabled, 


i well as those who are fit for mili- 


tary service, must report and fill out 
cards. 


The loss of one or more limbs, sight 


or any other disability does not ex- 
empt a person from registering. 


Members of military organizations, 


unless In federal service, are requir- 
ed to register. 


Traveling men, actors, baseball 


players and all others absent from 
their homes on registration day may 
obtain cards from the proper author- 
ities in the cities wherever they may 
be and fill same out in advance, mail- 
ing them to their home in time for 
filing June 5th. 


Manner of Procedure 


Registration oflicers are directed to 


ask the questions as they are on the 
card 
If the answer does not coml 


readily or properly, they must explain, 
it again, and are directed to be pa- 
tient, but to enter into no discussion. 
It the person is sullen or inclined to 
falsify, evade or refuse to answer. 
his attention will be called to the law. 
which imposes a penalty of imprison- 
ment for such conduct. 


Then if he is still refractory, regis- 


trars are directed to call witnesses, 
take the refractory person's name. 
make note of the witnesses to the oc- 
currence, and, after explaining the, 
penalty of the law and giving him full 
opportunity to reconsider, report the. 
case to the county registration board, 
which will swear out a warrant for 
his arrest 


The blanks which eiigibles must flit 


out are very specific in nature and re- 
quire explicit answers to question. 
The form of blank to be used, accord- 
ing to published accounts, is as fol- 
lows:

The News has it from close loca 


friends of the Florida East Coas 
railroad that the St Augustine shop 
are to be moved to Fort Pierce within 
the next 60 or 90 days. 


While it has been rumored for somi 


time, even years, that the F. E. C. wai 
going to move the St. Augustim 
shops here, the rumors to result in 
disappointment, it is now confidently 
believed that the time is at hand 
when the shops are to be moved here 


There is good reason for this pres 


ent day rumor: The erection ot the 
large oil tank and the visit of the F 
E. C. officials to our city last week 
supplemented by the recent inspec 
tlon of construction engineers, makes 
it positive that this railroad is abou 
to enter upon extensive improvements 
here. 


It is given out by men who are 


In a position to know that by Septem 
her 1 the St. Augustine shops will 
have been moved to Fort Pierce and 
that the city's population will have 
been Increased 200 or 300 people by 
the first of the coming year. 


Eight-Hour Day In Effect 


The Record of St. Augustine states 


that the f. E. C. on the 15th put into 
effect the eight-hour day, instead oi 
nine hours, as heretofore. The I

C. if, said to be the first railroad in 
the south to adopt the eight-Hour day 
schedule in its shops. 


According to the present schedule 


the employes begin work at 6 a 
and leave work at 3 p. m. There is 
a movement on foot to adopt eastern 
time in the operation of the shops by 
moving the clocks ahead one hour. 


Extension to Cape Ssble 


According to the Miami Metropolis 


there is a strong probability of the 
extension of the mainland system of 
the Florida East Coast railroad to the 
fertile Cape Sable country, the south' 
ernmost territory In continental Unit- 
ed States. The Metropolis says: 


Work on the extension of the Flor- 


ida East Coast railroad from Home- 
stead to the Cape Sable regions will 
be started within six months and will 
be completed within two years, it the 
railroad signs the contract to be of- 
fered by the county commissioners 
for the use by the railroad ot rock for 
ballasting the right of way. 


The Cape Sable railroad extension 


has been talked of for considerable 
time, but nothing 'was known as to 
the plans for the extension until the 
meeting of the county commissioners, 
when Frank J. Powers, agent for the 
railroad company's lands in the. Cane 
Sable section, asked permission for 
the railroad to dredge the canal deep- 
er and use the lock for ballasting pur- 
poses. 


It is expected that the new railroad 


right ot way will parallel the drain- 
age canal, and If the road/can get the 
ballast material from the canal, it will 
be to Its advantage to do so. 


The commissioners stated that they 


were perfectly willing to have the ca- 
nal dredged deeper at the railroad's 
expense, but stipulated that if the 
commissioners were to give such per- 
mission, they would require a contract 
from the railroad company stipulating 
that the work ot dredging must begin 
within six months from the date of 
the contract, and that the railroad 
must be completed within two years 
from the time the actual construction 
work is started. The county solicitor 
and county engineer were instructed 
to prepare such a contract and to 
present It at the next meeting ot the 
commissioners. It Is expected that a 
representative ot the Florida East 
Coast railroad will be present at that 
meeting to receive the contract.

DISAPPROVES BUYING 


OF PIPE BY COUNCIL 


TIES HANDS OF COUNCIL BE 


CAUSE OF 
LACK OF FUNDS 


AND NO POWER UNDER CHAR 


TER TO BORROW. 


In an official communication to the 


city council the board of bond trus- 
tees has refused to. approve the ac- 
tion ot the council In the purchase ot 
wood pipe to cociplote the water- 
works system, stating that the bond 
trustees have voted to approve the 
ptircahbe ot cast iron pipe only. 


The official communication was re- 


celvcdwby the council and read at an 
adjourned meeting of that body held 
Wednesday night this week. The on- 
ly action that could be taken by the 
council was to receive and file the 
omniunicution. 
By this official action the board of 


bond trustees has practically made it 
mposslhle to have the municipal 
terworks system completed and the 
ifforts of the city council to furnish 
a supply of good, pure water for dis- 
tribution 
through the main* have 


come to a halt. 


The recent issue of $10,000 in bonds 


o complete the waterworks system 
has been validated by a special act of 
the legislature, the bill validating the 
muds having passed both houses and 
men signed by the governor. Whether 
thcro will be any effort made to sell 
the bonds will depend upon future ac- 
tion by the council. With this issue 
of f 10,000 a sufficient amount of six- 
nch wood pipe can be purchased and 
aid to fully complete the-waterworks 
system, but It is not enough money 
o purchase the necessary cast iron 
pipe and the present city charter 
does not give the city power to bor- 
row money. 
Therefore, the water- 


works system can be completed with 
wood pipe, but it can not be complet- 
ed with cast iron pipe. 


The city council has voted to pur- 


chase the wood pipe, believing that 
ho taxpayers are anxious to have 
he waterworks system finished and 
made a source of revenue to the city, 
rather than a heavy financial burden, 
and the action of the bond trustees 
has made this impossible. 


At present there Is In the neighbor- 


hood of $2,500 in tha waterworks 
fund of the city. When the council 
voted to purchase the necessary wood 
pipe, the price quoted was 72c per 
foot, it is stated, for pipe of 172-lbs. 
pressure. 
Practically 15,600 feet of 


pipe are required, and the estimated 
cost for laying this pipe is I'/ic per 
foot, making a total cost of approx- 
imately $12,000 to complete the sys- 
tem with wood pipe. 
The recent 


bond Issue and the money on hand 
will cover this cost. 


The last quotation received on cast 


Iron pine was $5fi por ton. or about 
85c per foot. 
It Is understood the 


price Is advancing all the time. 
At 


85c per toot the cast iron pipe will 
coat approximately $13,200, anft the 
estimated cost of laying this pipe la 
16e per foot,- which brings the total 
to approximately $18,700.

STATE CAN COMPEL 


CANAL IMPROVEMENT 


STATE SUPREME COURT HANDS 


DOWN RULING THAT MAY RE 


• SULT IN MUCH BENEFIT TO 


EAST COAST. 


That the state has the authority 


to compel the Florida Coast Line Ca 
nal and Transportation company to 
keep the East Coast canal improved 
to a width of 50 feet and to a depth 
of five feet the entire distance from 
St. Augustine to Blscayne bay, is the 
substance of a decision by the Florida 
supreme court In a suit brought by 
the state against the company, ac 
cording to a report from the state 
capital. 


The suit brought by the state was 


landled by T. F. West, attorney gen- 
eral for Florida, at the request of the 
Florida East Coast Canal association, 
of which H. I. Hamilton ot this city is 
the secretary. 


It is generally believed that the iin 


provement of the canal, which the 
state can demand, will result in un- 
told benefit to the whole East Coast. 


The poor condition of the canal dur- 


ing the last several years has kept 
many ot the wealthy class ot winter 
visitors away from the East Coast 
section for the reason that they could 
not navigate 
the 
Inland waterway 


with their yachts. 
Every winter 


many 
complaints are 
made that 


yachts are unable to navigate the ca- 
nal.

New Smyrna young men betweem 


the ages of 21 and 30 years, who ant 
eligible for the selctive draft under 
the law just passed, are preparing to 
present themselves before the proper 
registration officers on June 5, the 
day named for that purpose. 
The, 


work ot registering eiigibles in the 
county and towns is to be In charge 
ot the sheriff and his deputies, white 
in cities of 30,000 and over it is to be 
handled by mayors and city clerks. 


Those Who Must Register 


Some uncertainty still remains re- 


garding who must register, and wh« 
is exempt for registration for the con- 
scriptioa. 


All males, regardless of race, color, 


disease or infirmities, who are be- 
tween their 21st and 31st birthdays 
must register. 


This means that if you have passed 


your 21st birthday, and have not yet 
reached your 31st birthday, you most 


igister. 
Men who are physically disabled, 


as well as those who are fit for mili- 
tary service, must report and fill out 
cards. 


The loss of one or more limbs, sight 


or any other disability does not ex- 
empt a person from registering. 


Members of military organizations, 


unless in federal service, are requir- 
ed to register. 


Traveling men, actors, baseball 


players and all others absent from 
heir homes on registration day may 
ibtaln cards from the proper author- 
ties in the cities wherever they may 


and fill same out in advance, mall- 


ng them to their home in time for 
filing June 5th.

NEGRO WHO HELD UP INDIAN 
SPRINGS POSTMASTER CAUGHT 
' Daytona Gazette-News: 
Horsey 


Thomas, the negro who held up C. 
W. Dameron .in the posofflce at Indian 
Springs December 23, 1915, was ap- 
prehended at St. Mary's Georgia, last 
week, throug hthe efforts of Chief of 
Police Tom Melton, and Sheriff Mor- 
ris brought him back last Saturday. 
At a preliminary hearing held before 
Justije P. C. Rodgers, the negro plead 
guilty to the charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon. 


At the time the crime was commit- 


ted it is understood the'negro was un- 
der the influence of liquor—it was 
around Christmas time—and Thomas, 
who was a turpentine coon, went into 
the Indian Springs postoffice, in which 
building was also the commissary. 
It seems that there being no express 
office at Indian Springs, the "booze" 
shipments 
were brought into 
the 


building 
and stacked back of the 


counter. C. W. Dameron, who acted 
in the dual capacity of manager and 
postmaster, shortly after the negro's 
arrival missed one of the shipments 
and accused Thomas, declaring at the 
time that if he had it he would better 
return it or he would get into trouble. 
There were a 
number of 
other 


negroes in the building at the tin* 
Dameron being the only white man 
there—and after some talk it is un- 
derstood that while Dameron was sit- 
ting down at his desk, Thomas pulled 
a gun on him. An alarm was soon 
sent out to the police departments of 
New Smyrna and Daytona. but before 
the officials of the.se departments ar- 
rived 
Thomas had taken 
to 'the 


swamps, and until his apprehension 
it was generally understood that he 
had made good his get-away. 


Thomas strenuously denied to the 


police officials in St. Mary's and also 
to Sheriff Morris that he was Morsey 
Thomas or that he had anything to do 
with the holdup. 
However, shortly 


after being brought to Daytona he 
readily admitted to Chief Melton that 
he was' the man, admitted his guilt 
and explained how he had made Mr. 
Dameron kneel down and say his 
prayers.

MOVE T0 ENLARGE NEW 


SMYRNA SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Petitions calling for extending the 


limits of the New Smyrna school dis- 
trict have been prepared and are now 
being circulated. The proposal is to 
have the limits extended-on the east 
to include Coronado, on the west as 
far as Glencoe and on the north to 
Turnbull bay. 
One of the reasons 


advanced for the move to enlarge the 
limits of the district is that the chil- 
dren from these sections are permit- 
ted to attend the New Smyrna public 
school, while the taxpayers in these 
localities arc not helping to pay the 
taxes for the special district. A large 
number of children from Coronado at- 
tended the New Smyrna school dur- 
ing the last year, and were even pro- 
vided with free transportation by the 
county school board. 


The local board finds that because 


of the added cost of constructing the 
new school building, above the es- 
timate, the district is several thou- 
sands of dollars in debt, notwithstand- 
ing that the county school board has 
paid the entire running expenses of 
the school for the last year. The tax- 
payers in this special tax district are 
now assessed the limit of 15 mills for 
school purposes, and under the cir- 
cumstances no additional bonds can 
be issued. However, by enlarging the 
limits of the district sufficient bonds 
can be issued to practically clean up 
the Indebtedness of the district. 


At the last .meeting of the county 


school board a resolution was adopted 
by which pupils from outside the lim- 
its of the school district will be com- 
pelled to pay tuition, and the amount 
ot the tuition that will be paid by the 
24 pupils from Coronado who attend- 
ed the New Smyrna schools this will 
be about the same as the interest on 
an iss»c of $10,000 of bonds. 


It is believed the majority of the 


taxpayers in the special district and 
in the territory which it is proposed 
to take into the district will favor the 
enlargement if the matter is thor- 
oughly understood by them.

I remember, soon after I Joined the 


navy, I was on shore with some of the 
older officers from our ship and from 
the Brandywine, which we bad met at 
Alexandria. We bad leave to make a 
party and go up to Cairo and tbe Pyra- 
mids. As we> Jogged along some of 
the gentlemen fell to talking about No- 
lan, and someone told tbe system 
which was adopted from the first about 
his books and otber reading. As he 
was almost never permitted to go on 
shore, even though the vessel lay In port 
for months, his time, at the best, 
hung hea\y; and everybody was per- 
mitted to lend him books. If they were 
not published in America and made no 
allusion to it. These were common 
enough In the old days, when people 


' In the other hemisphere talked of the 


United States as little as we do of 
Paraguay. He bad almost all the for 
eign papers that came into the ship, 
sooner or later; only somebody must 
go over them first, and cut out any 
advertisement or stray paragraph that 
alluded to America. 
Right in tbe 


midst of one of Napoleon's battles, or 
one of Canning's speeches, poor Nolan 
would find a great hole, because on the 
back of the page of that paper there 
had been an advertisement of a packet 
for Nen York, or a scrap from the 
president's message. I say this was 
the flret time I ever heard of this plan, 
which afterwards I had enough, and 
more than enough, to do with. I re- 
member It, because poor Phillips, who 
was of the party, as soon as the allu- 
sion to reading was made, told a story 
of something which happened at the 
Cape of Good Hope on Nolan's first 
voyage; and It Is the only thing I ever 
knew of that voyage. 
They had 


touched at the Cape, and had done the 
civil thing with the English admiral 
and Hie fleet, and then, leaving for a, 
long cruise up the Indian ocean, Phil- 
lips had borrowed a lot of English 
books from an officer, which. In those 
days, as Indeed In these, was quite a 
windfall 
Among them, as the Devil 


would order, was the "Lay of tbe Last 
Minstrel," which they had all of them 
heard of, but which most of them bad 
never seen 
I think It could not have 


been published long. 
Well, nobody 


thought there could be any risk of any- 
thing national In that, though Phillips 
swore old Shaw had cut out tbe 
"Tempest" from Shakespeare before 
be let Nolan have It, because he said, 
"The Bermudas ought to be ours and, 
by Jove, should be one day." So No- 
Ion was permitted to Join the circle 
one afternoon when a lot of them sat 
on deck smoking and reading aloud. 
People do not do such things so often 
now, 
but when I was young we got 


rid of a great deal of time so. Well, 
so It happened that In his turn Nolan 
took the book and read to tbe others; 
and he read very well, as I know. No- 
body In the circle knew • line of tbe 
poem, only It was all magic and bor- 


der chivalry: and was ten thousand 
years ago. Poor Nolan read steadily 
through the fifth canto, stopped a into 
ute and drank something, and then be- 
gan, 
without a thought of what was 


coming—- 


Breathes then the man, with soul so 


dead, 
Who never to himself hath said- 


It seems impossible to us that any- 


body ever heard this for the first time; 
but all these fellows did then, and 
poor Nolan himself went on, still un- 
consciously or mechanically— 


This la my own, my native land* 
Then they all saw something was 


to pay; but be expected to get through, 
I suppose, turned a little pale, but 
pltmged on— 
Who» heart bath ne'er within him 
burned, 
As home lila footsteps be hath turned 
From wandering on a- foreign strand*. 
If «uch there breathe, go, mark him well. 


By this time the men were all be- 


side themselves, wishing there was any 
way to make him turn over two pages; 
but he had not quite presence of mind 
for that; he gagged a little, colored 
crimson, and staggered on: 


For him no minstrel raptures swell. 
High though his titles, proud bis name. 
Boundless his wealth as wish can claim. 
Despite these titles, power and pelf, 
The wretch, concentered all In aelf,— 
and here the poor fellow choked, could 
not go on, but started up, swung the 
book Into the sea, vanished Into his 
stateroom, "and by Jove," sold Phil 
lips, "we did not see him for two 
months again. And I had to make up 
some beggarly story to that English 
surgeon »hy I did not return his Wal- 
ter Scott to him." 


That story shows about the time 


when Nolan's braggadocio must have 
broken down. At first, they said, he 
took a very high tone, considered his 
imprisonment a mere farce, affected 
to enjoy tbe voyage, and all that; but 
Phllllns said that after he came out of 
his stateroom he never was tbe same 
man again. He never read aloud again, 
unless it was the Bible or Shakespeare, 
or something else he was sure of But 
It was not that merely. He never en- 
tered In with the other young men ex- 
actly as a companion again. He was 
always shy afterward, when I knew 
Mm, very seldom spoke, unless he 
was spoken to, except to a very few 
friends. He lighted up occasionally, 
I remember late In his life hearing 
aim fairly eloquent on something 
which had been suggested to him by 
one of Flechler's sermons, but gener- 
ally he had the nervous, tired look of 
a heart-wounded man. 


When Captain Shaw was coming 


home—If, as I say. It was Shaw—rath- 
er to the surprise of everybody they 
made one of the Windward Islands, 
and lay off and on for nearly a week 
The boys said the officers were sick 
of salt junk, and meant to have tur- 
tle soup before they came home. But 
after several days the Warren came to 
the same rendezvous; they exchanged 
signals; she sent to Phillips and these 
homenard bound men letters and pa- 
pers, and told them she was outward 
bound, perhaps to the Mediterranean, 
and took poor Nolan and his traps on 
the boat back to try his second cruise. 
He looked very blank when he was told 
to get ready to Join her. Be had 
known enough of tbe signs of tbe sky 
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to know that Oil that moment be was 
going "home." But this was a dis- 
tinct evidence of something he bad not 
thought of, perhaps, that there was no 
going home for htm, even to a prison. 
And this was the first of some twenty 
such transfers, which brought him 
sooner or later Into half our best ves- 
sels, but which kept him all his Ufe 
at least some hundred miles from tbe 
country he had hoped be might never 
hear of again. 


It may have been on that second 


cruise—it was once when he was up 
the Mediterranean—that Mrs. Graff, 
the celebrated Southern beauty of 
those days, danced with him. They 
had been lying a long time in the Bay 
of Naples, and the officers were very 
intimate in the English fleet, and there 
bad been great festivities, and our 
men thought they must give a great 
ball on board the ship 
How they 


ever did it on board the Warren I am 
sure I do not know. Perhaps it was 
not the Warren, or perhaps ladles did 
not take up so much room as the) 
do now. They wanted to use Nolan's 
stateroom for something, and they 
hated to do it without asking him to 
tho ball, so the captain said they 
might ask him if they would be re- 
sponsible that he did not talk with 
the wrong people ' who would give him 
Intelligence" So the dance went on, 
the finest party that had ever been 
known, I dare say, for I never heard 
of a man-of-war ball that was not. For 
ladles they had the family of the 
American consul, one or two travelers 
who had adventured so far, and a nice 
bevy of English girls and matrons, per- 
haps Lady Hamilton herself. 


Well, different officers relieved each 


otber in standing and talking with No- 
lan la a friendly way, so as to be sure 
that nobody else spoke to him. The 
dancing went on with spirit, and after 
a while even the fellows who took this 
honorary guard of Nolan ceased to fear 
any contretemps 
Only vthen some 


English lady—Lady Hamilton, as I

olelcr warriors fell to the gmuud Ii 
an epileptic fit. He was at once car 
Hod into tho pueblo and the incellcim 
man summoned. The dancers, how 
over, were not disturbed and the un 
canny performance went on for K 
minutes longer. 


This was merely the prologue to 


the feast of the morrow. 
The foert 


races were hotly contested by the 
young braves of tlie two pueblos. The 
participants wore naked except for a 
kilt about the loins and were deco- 
rated with feathers in tlieir hair, on 
their arms and their ankle's. The race 
is run In a peculiar fashion. 
When 


the judges give the word two men dart 
from the course nearest the pueblo anel 
run swiftly to the other end. The In- 
stant the leader roaches a certain 
stone at the end of the course another 
man of his clan takes up the race and 
rushes past him on the home stretch. 
This Is kept up until all the coatcst- 
ants have had trial—the final victory 
being a victory for the clan and not 
for the Individual runner.

eblo winning the race is entitled to 
keep the statue of St. Geronlmo for 
the following year;.

clowns, known as the delight makers, 
rush suddenly from the pueblos.

MOVE T0 ENLARGE NEW 


SMYRNA SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Petitions calling for extending the 


limits of the New Smyrna school dis 
trict have been prepared and are now 
being circulated. The proposal is to 
have the limits extended-on the east 
to include Coronado, on the west as 
far as Giencoe and on the north to 
Turnbull bay. 
One of the reasons 


advanced for the move to enlarge the 
limits of the district is that the chi 
(Iron from these sections are permit 
ted to attend the New Smyrna public 
srhool, while the taxpayers in these 
localities arc not helping to pay the 
taxes for the special district. A large 
number of children from Coronado at- 
tended the New Smyrna school dur- 
ing the last year, and were even pro- 
vided with free transportation by the 
county school board. 


The local board finds that because 


of the added cost of constructing the 
new school building, above the es- 
timate, the district is several thou- 
sands of dollars in debt, notwithstand- 
ing that the county school board has 
paid the entire running expenses of 
the school for the last year. The tax- 
payers in this bpaclal tax district are 
now assessed the limit of 15 mills for 
school purposes, and under the cir- 
cumstances no additional bonds can 
be issued. However, by enlarging the 
limits of the district sufficient bonds 
can be issued to practically clean up 
the Indebtedness of the district. 


At the last .meeting of the county 


school board a resolution was adopted 
by which pupils from outside the lim- 
its of the school district will be com- 
pelled to pay tuition, and the amount 
of the tuition that will be paid by the 
24 pupils from Coronado who attend- 
ed the New Smyrna schools this will 
be about the same as the interest on 
an iss^c of $10,000 of bonds. 


It is believed the majority of the 


taxpayers in the special district and 
in the territory which it is proposed 
to take into the district will favor the 


nlargement if tho matter is thor- 


oughly understood by them.

•t your mess more or leM often at 
dinner. His breakfast he ate In his 
own stateroom, he always had a state- 
room, which was where a sentinel, or 
somebody on the watch, could see the 
door And whatever else he ate or 
drank he ate or drank alone. Some- 
times, when the marines or sailors had 
any special Jollification, they were per- 
mitted to Invite "Plain-Buttons," as 
they called him. Then Nolan was sent 
with some officer, and the men were 
forbidden to speak of home while he 
was there. They called him "Plain- 
Buttons," Because, while he always 
chose to wear a regulation army uni- 
form, he was not permitted to wear 
the army button, for the reason that 
It bore either the Initials or the In- 
signia of the country he had disowned. 


I remember, soon after I Joined the 


navy, I was on shore with some of the 
older officers from our ship and from 
the Brandywlne, which we had met at 
Alexandria. We had leave to make a 
party and go up to Cairo and the Pyra- 
mids. As we> Jogged along some of 
the gentlemen fell to talking about No- 
lan, and someone told the system 
which was adopted from the first about 
his books and other reading. As he

for months, his time, at the best, 
hung hea\y; and everybody was per 
mltted to lend him books, if they were 
not published in America and made no 
allusion to it. These were common 
enough in the old days, when people 


" In the other hemisphere talked of th 


United States as little as we do o 
Paraguay. He had almost all the for 
eign papers that came into the ship 
Boonor or later; only somebody mus 
go over them first, and cut out an 
advertisement or stray paragraph tha 
alluded to America. 
Right In th 


midst of one of Napoleon's battles, o 
one of Canning's speeches, poor Nola 
would find a great hole, because on th 
back of the page of that paper ther 
had been an advertisement of a packe 
for Nen York, or a scrap from the 
president's message. I say this was 
the first time I ever heard of this plan, 
which afterwards I had enough, and 
more than enough, to do with. I re- 
member it, because poor Phillips, who 
was of the party, as soon as the allu- 
sion to reading was made, told a story 
of something which happened at the 
Cape of Good Hope on Nolans first 
voyage; and It Is the only thing I ever 
knew of that voyage. 
They had 


touched at the Cape, and had done the 
civil thing with the English admiral 
and the fleet, and then, leaving for a 
long cruise up the Indian ocean, Phil- 
lips had borrowed a lot of English 
books from an officer, which, in those 
days, as indeed In these, was quite _• 
windfall 
Among them, as the Devil 


would order, was the "Lay of the Last 
Minstrel," which they had all of them 
heard of, but which most of them baa 
never seen 
I think It could not have 


been published long. 
Well, nobody 


thought there could be any risk of any- 
thing national In that, though Phillips 
swore old Shaw had cut out the 
"Tempest" from Shakespeare before 
he let Nolan have It, because he said, 
"The Bermudas ought to be ours and, 
by Jove, should be one day." So No- 
lan was permitted to Join the circle 
one afternoon when a tot of them sat 
on deck smoking and reading aloud. 
People do not do such things so often 
now, but when I was young we got 
rid of a great deal of time so. Well, 
so It happened that In his turn NoUu. 
took the book and read to the others. 
, and he read very well, as I know. No- 
' body in the circle knew .line of the 


Doera only It was all masje and bor- 


er chivalry! and wan ten thousand 


yean ago. Poor Nolan read steadily 
ttrough the fifth canto, "topped a •»«"• 
ute and drank something, and then be- 
gan, without a thought of what was 
«mlng— 


Breathes there the man. with soul so 


hodneter to himself hath saW- 
It seems Impossible to us that any- 


body ever heard this for the tost time j 
but all these fellows did then, and 
poor Nolan himself went on, still un- 
consciously or mechanically— 


This 1» my own, my native land' 
Then they all saw something was 


to pay; but he expected to get through, 
I suppose, turned a little pale, but 
plunged on— 
Who» heart hath ne'er within him 
A. hSm? wi footsteps he hath turned 
From wandering on » foreign strand'- 
If .5* there breathe, «o, mark him well. 


By this time the men were all be- 


side themselves, wishing there was any 
way to make him turn over two pages; 
but he had not quite presence of mind 
for that; he gagged a little, colored 
crimson, and staggered on: 


For Mm no minstrel raptures swell. 
High though hto titles, proud hta name. 
Boundless hla wealth as wish can claim. 
Despite these titles, power and pelf. 
The wretch, concentered ail In self,— 
and here the poor fellow choked, could 
not *o on, but started up, swung the 
book Into the sea, vanished Into hia 
stateroom, "and by Jove," said Phil 
lips "we did not see him for two 
months again. And I had to make up 
some beggarly story to that English 
surgeon why I did not return his Wal- 
ter Scott to him." 


That story shows about the time 


when Nolan's braggadocio must have 
broken down. At first, they said, he 
took a very high tone, considered his 
Imprisonment a mere farce, affected 
to enjoy the voyage, and all that; but 
Phillips said that after he came out of 
his stateroom he never was the same 
man again. He never read aloud again, 
unless It was the Bible or Shakespeare, 
or something else he was sure of But 
it was not that merely.

to know that till that moment he was 
going "home." But this was a dis- 
tinct evidence of something he had not 
thought of, perhaps, that there was no 
going home for him, even to a prison.

The In- 
stant the leader roaches a certain 
stone at the end of the course another 
man of his clan takes up the race and 
rushes past him on the home stretch. 
This Is kept up until all the contest- 
ants have had trial—the final victory 
being a victory for the clan and not 
for tbe Individual runner. 
The pu- 


eblo winning the race is entitled to 
keep the statue of St. Geronlmo for 
the following yeaq.

clowns, known as the delight makers, 
rush suddenly from the pueblos.
